One -..ay not find at every turn a} 
managerial figure of the present era) 
whose achievements entitle him to) 
rank as a typical representative of the 
rising generation of showmen, for the 
reason that there ure but few the- 
atrical business men prominent today 
who do not emanate from the old 
school. A glance over the names of| 
those who “present” the potent stage 
attractions in modern times will dis- 
close the fact that with but very few | 
exceptions they are the same who 
struggled and blazel the trail a gen- 
eration ago and they have had little 
to fear from competition, such as the 
younger generation of managers could 
offer. 

But the few who have come forth 
are a vigorous asset for the theatrical 
profession and of these none have 
risen more meteorically and deserved- 
ly than Mark M. Luescher, who fifteen 
years ago was assisting the late Sam 
8S. Shubert in his efforts in New York 
state to establish stock companies in 
the theatres he had access to. When 
fam Shubert came to New York to 


make theatrical history he brought 
young Luescher with him. At the 
outse’ Mark showed his calibre in 


that he proved hims If to be the best 
publicity promoter of his day—and 
a* no time from then till now has 
there been any question as to his right 
to this reputation.

Luescher 
conceived the idea of exploiting a 


dancer who had been fairly successful 
under the name of La Belle Dazie. She 
was pretty, danced exquisitely, but was 
wholly unknown to the public that 
pays $2.00 for its seats in New York’s 
Theatre zone. Luescher surrounded 
the young lady with an air of mys- 
tery, giving her the name of La Do- 
mino Rouge. The newspapers were 
filled with stories to the effect that the 
dancer had suffered a great bereave- 
ment and that all her life was sacri- 
ficed to this, that she never took off 
her mask and never would. It is a 
fact that whenever La Dom‘no Rouge 
appeared she was always masked and 
her appearane in the public places and 
restaurants of the “great white way” 
always attracted vast crowds of cu- 
rious people. One may readily im- 
agine how the advent of so cleverly 
advertised an artist would awaken 
interest, hence the Roof Garden was 
sold out at every performance. The 
vogue of La Belle Dazie as La Domino 
Rouge has not been paralleled on 
Broadway in all the years that have 
intervened between her appearance 
and the coming of Gaby Deslys. _One 
ean only conjecture what Luescher's 
procedure would have been had he 
been elected to conduct the entourage 
of this extraordinary woman. 

Perhaps the most vivid and pro- 
longed demonstration of Mark Luesch- 
er’s ability was revealed when he be- 
came Martin Beck’s alleged $10,000 a 
year press agent. Previous to the 
advent of Luescher in the Orpheum 
offices Mr. Beck, while well known in 
the profession, was wholly unknown 
to the general public, but Luescher 
exploited Beck as the Carnegie of the 
theatre and for _ several years the 
movements of Mr. Beck were record- 
ed in the newspapers in the same 
manner that has been customary with 
Mr. Roosevelt, but that is not all. A 
year ago when Luescher thought the 
time had come for him to enter the 
broader fields and become a producer 
the cessation of the booming of Mr. 
Beck and the Orpheum Circuit’s do- 
ings was something appalling. Every- 
where one went would be heard, “Was 
is los with Martin Beck?” 

When Luescher left Mr. Beck, how- 
ever, he did so with the approval and 
with the best wishes of his employer 
In fact it should be stated here that 
the tremendous publicity of the Peck 
campaign was wholly Luescher’s idea. 
Mr. Reck did not encourage it. In 
the contrary he would have preferred 
had the space been devoted to the ar- 
tistic offerings of the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit. On the other hand Luescher’s 
exploitation of Beck was a genuine 
tribute of regard and appreciation of 
his employer, and this appreciation 
strengthened as it was through an inti- 
mate and constantly growing friend- 
ship, which finally became reverential.

The play is an historical drama in five 
acts, and was written by Dmitri Mereshkovsky. 

The story deals with an Intrigue to get rid 
of the tyrannical Czar Vaul and to bring to 
the throne the Grand Duke Alexander, the 
Czar’s eliest son, a rather weak and sentl- 
Gtental youth. The play begins with a parade 
of the palace guard, directed by the Czar him- 
self. In varioux ways he insults his officers and 
dishonors the soldiers and arouses the anger of 
the Count von de Palen, Military Governor of 
St. Peterburg. Von Palen sounds Alexander on 
a echeme to assassinate the Czar and is re- 
pulsed. 

In the second act the Czar becomes s8us- 
picious of Alexander, who is a reader of Rosseau 
end Voltaire, and thus opens a way for Von 
Palen’s scheme.

Simone ip 
New York occurred at the Hudson Theatre last 
night, when she revived that time-honored dra- 
ma, Frou Frou. Mme, Simone’s emotional acti 
in the fourth act, was unequivocally saenannal 
the greatest ever seen in the role of Gilberte. 
Aside from ove or two instances in which she 
seemingly forgot her knowledge of English, so 
rapidly learned during her American visit, Mme. 
Simone gave a faultiess performance. That she 
was moved greatly, either by the nature of the 
character she portrayed, or by the fact that 
Frou Frou is the final offering of ber present 
repertoire, coukl not be doubted. At the close 
of the third act, when the curtain went down op 
a whirlwind of histrioniec denunciation, she ap- 
peared on the sta.e Wiping the tears from ber 
eyes as she bowed her thanks for the repeated 
applause. 

The Times considers the revival of Frou Frou 
Mme. Simone’s most sincere bit of acting since 
appearing in America, but points to the faults 
of the revival as respects the production and the 
cast. 

“It may be doubted whether Mme. Simone has 
given to anything which she has played here 
quite the touch of genuine sincerity whicb 
marked ber playing of the tense paxsages tn the 
fourth act of Frou Frou at the Iladsen Theatre 


last night. Here, indeed, the expression of over- 
wrought emotion leading to collapse was mag- 
nificently expressed. Moreover, the exposition 


gave a suggestion of an artixtic plan which was 
distinctly not apparent in the noisily applauded 
climax at the end of the precedin:« act. 

“In ‘the latter instance It was apparent that 
Mme. Simone was playing a scene which she had 
elther not rehearsed sulflicientiy or which she al- 
lowed to master ber, instead of mastering it. 

“Otherwise ber Frou Frou was an interesting, 
varied and generally competent, If not excep 
tionally brilliant, performance, and seme of the 
lighter phases were irresistibly charming. 

“The general performance of the play last 
night suggested haste. Several of the parts were 
very badly cast, and most of the principals fished 
for lines. As most of the players were Anglo- 
Saxons, there was little suggestion of Frencb 
origin or environment."’

dents of Convention to be Filmed by Pathe Freres and Gaumont 


What promises to be one of the most import- 
ant and best attended meetings ever held by the 
Motion Picture Exhibitors League of Ameria 
will be at Dayton, Olio, March 26 and 27, 


when delegations from several states contiguous 
to Ohio will axsemble as the guests of the Mo- 
tion Picture Exhibitors’ League of Oblo. The 
Meeting will be an important one not only from 
& sStandpo nt affecting the league Itself, but It 
will constitute another valuable piece of ad- 
vertixing for moving pictures as a whole. The 
Exhibitors’ League bas been undergoing a con- 
tinval and almust phenomenal growth since the 
first league was organized two or more years 
ago. Local organizat‘ons have sprung up in 
the majority of states, the most recent of which 
fs Kentu ky. West Virginia is also an infant 
member of the National League.

The dramtized version of Kipps, produced this 


werk at the Vaudeville Theatre, has been a 
wo ful disappointment. The novel, apart from 
its bumor, was an essentially fine and val- 
uable character study. The hero is represented 


therein aS an apparently poor piece of human 
material, but with emotions and feelings just 
as those of other men and who has the po 
tentiality for rising to something a good deal 
higher. But In the play Kipps is translated 
into a character purely farcical. His pathetic 
ignorance, his flounderings amid the customs 
of a society to which he is unused, his real 
striving after knowl:dge and self-improvement 
are ali made to appear just as a means to raise 
a laugh. In this they are completely successful, 
and, in the way the play has been adapted, it 


bears a very strong family res«mblance to R.

Welch made so great a hit. From this point 


of view the piece is a success and deserved the 
numerovs calis which it received at the end of 
each act. Apart from this considerable liber- 
tles have been taken with the text, 
hew dialogues and new incidents have 
been introduced, but altogethe-, although 
the plece as it now appears may make a 
certain success, yet it is disappointing to find 
the spirit of the book so entire.y destroyed and 
one cannot but think that had it bern adhered 
to the play would have been immeasurably im- 
proved.

No first night of world-wide importame has 
taken place this week. 


La Lepreuse, a lyric drama by Henri Bataille | 


and Sylvio Lazari, hag a splendid reception at 
the Opera Comique. ‘Lhe story is powerful, dra- 
matic and concisely set down, but it is morbid 
to a degree, dealing as it does with the days 
when leprosy wus so prevalent in Brittany. 


Allette, a beaut‘ful young girl, is in love 
with Ervoanik, qa stalwart young peasant, and 
he, in return, loves her. His parents, how- 


ever, are violently opposed to the match on ac- 
count of Aliette’s mother, an outcast of a wo-

INTERNATIONAL RACES BEST IN HISTORY. 


It would be saying but little for the Interna- 
tional amateur roller skating championsiips to 
be held at the Wayne Garden's Rink, Detroit, 
Mich., were I to say that the races will Le gvoi. 
That ‘they will be good we know, and how much 
more so Wii] be decided after the big champion- 
ship races are over at Milwaukee, Wis., 02 the 
Bist of March. At any rate the best skaters iu 
the country will have received an entry blank 
and asked to be present at the meet. Ali tue 
skaters who compete in the world’s champion- 
ship races wiil be shipped right on to Detroit, 
after the races are over in the Cream City. Let- 
ters have been received from nearly every skater 
of any note throughout the United States, askin 
for entry blanks and signifying his intentions °o 
entering the races. The interest taken in these 
races is the ,reatest that has ever been in ap 
event of this kind. It seems that in the past 
years there was no one to promote a race meet 
of this kind, and what's more, there was nu 
manager who wou d dare to vo to the expense to 
Promote such a great meet. When the starting 
a is fired in the opening night's race on April 

it is expected that the greatest gathering of 
racers that ever steoud on the little roilers will 
face the starter in one of the best promoted and 
conducted race meets that was ever decided in 
this or any other country. Skaters all over the 
country are mad over this event, and from the 
farthest corver of the country they are talking 
about who will be the lucky one. Many of them 
are full of real ginger and tell what they will 
do to the other fellow when they go up a ainst 
tim. The bastern skaters bave always waited 
for a chance to go up against the Western skat- 
ers, and now it seems as though both the skat- 
ers of the Kast and West are just as anxious 
to meet one another as a smal! boy is of seeing 
a nickei show. Mr. Walter W. Osman, state rep- 
resentative of the Western Skating Association, 
bas applied for a sanction to go after the oue- 
foot skating records of 100 yards, 220 yards and 
the one-quarter mile. and a medal will be award- 
ed him if be succeeds in his attempts.

BEAUMONT WINS GREAT 10-MILE RACE. 
Before a crowd of over one thousand specta- 
tors Howarth Beaumont, Chicago’s amateur star 
toller skater, won one of the greatest races of 
the season Friday night, March -15, at Sanus 
Souci Koller Kink, Chicago. Although he won, 
be was closely pushed by Wm. Dennin’, who 
Gnished only a foot behind the winner. The race 
bad wany teatures about it, anu tue skaters bad 
the bonor of skating before some of the g eatest 
@en in the skating game. The race was :efer- 
eed by Allen I. Blanchard, president of the In- 
ternational Skating Cnion of Ame.ica; Mares 
Davidson, chawpion skater of the world; Al- 
Fiath, well known to the skating world 
through his promoting world’s championship 
meets, and developing many of the fastest skat- 
ers in the Country; Jesse Carey, twenty-four 
tour champion of the world, were timers. Jul- 
flan T. Fitzgerald, secretary-treasurer of the 
Western Skating Association; Dr. Louis A. 
Stettauer, Miles E, Freid, were the judges. 
William Robinson, ex-amateur champion of the 
world, was the starter. Twelve skaters com- 
poeed of the following, lined up before the 8 art. 
er, and it wes no easy task to get them to 
bold their places on the mark before the gun 
was fired: Beaumont, Denning, Kimm, Carlson, 
Guilickson. Eckman, Glasbrenner, Striker, Car- 

. Scheaffer, Kraff and Temple, lt Was a 
sight during the first five miles, the skaters 
skating a very clean race, and fighting for posi- 
tions that would best keep them in the front. 

After the five miles had been skated it began 
to tell on some of the skaters of less ability 
than the ones who remained in the race. On 
the eight-mile. only five skaters remained in 
the race. On ‘he ninth mile Glasbrenner dropped 
eut, leaving only Beaumont, Denning and Kimm 
te fight it out.

In July, 1831, his uncle, Alanson Taylor, and 
young Barnum opened a country store im a 
bollding, which be had put up in Bethel in he 
previous spring, and they stocked the ‘Yellow 
Biore,”’ as it was called, with a full assért- 
ment of groceries, hardware, crockery and ,no 


tlons; but they were not successful in the ,en 
terprise, and in October following, he bo bt | 
out his uncle's interest and they dissolved prt 
nership. 

About this time, circumstances, partly li- 
gious and partly political in thelr charac§er, 
led him into still another field of enterp 
which honorably opened to him the notoriety of 
which in later life he surely had a surfpit. | 
Considering his youth, this new enterprise fre- 


flected credit upon his ability, 
eod the writer may be excused if I gow 
recur to it with something like pride taken’ in 
the interest of a dear friend. During a period 
of strong political excitement, Barnum wrote 
several communications for the Danbury, Co4n., 
weekly paper, setting forth what he conceived 
to be. the dangers of a sectarian interference | 
which was then apparent in political affdirs. | 
The publication of these communications

refused, and he accordingly purchased a press 
and outfit, and October 19, 1551, he issued th | 
first number of his own paper, The Herald of 
Freedom, He entered upon the editorship’ of 
this journal with all the vigor and veheménce 
ef youth. The boldness with which the paper 
was conducted soon excited widespread atten 


lacking that experience which indtees 
caution, and without the dread of consequences, 
he frequently laid himself open to the charge 
of libel, and three times in three years he was 
prosecuted His editorial career was ong of 
continual contest. He, however, published [the 
160th number of The Herald of Freedom in 
Danbury. November 5, 1834, after which ¢ his 
brother-in-law, John W. Amerman, issued the 
paper for him at Norwalk till the following | 
year, when The Herald was sold to George Tay 
lor. 

Now I have succeeded in giving you on a 
slight part of young Barnum's varied busmess 
experiences, as it would simply take a very 
large book, and then some, to chronicle all his 
wonderful acts, I will now go to the most im 
portant theme and give his start as a showman, 
as the show business has all phases and grades 
of dignity, from the exhibition of a monkey 
to the exposition of that highest art in music 
or the drama which entrances empires and se- 
cures for the gifted artist a world-wide fame 
which princes well might envy. Men, women 
and children, who can not live on gravity alone, 
need something to satisfy their gayer, lighter 
moods and hours, and he who ministers to this 
want is in a business established by the Author 
of our nature If he worthily fulfils his mis 
sion, and amuses without corrupting, he need 
never fer] that be bas lived in vain. 

Some time during the summer of 1835 Mr. 
Coley Bartram of Reading, Conn... informed 
Barnum that he had owned an interest in a 
remarkable negro woman whom he believed to) 
be one hundred and sixty-one years old, and 
whom he also believed to have been the nurse of 
General George Washington. He then showed 
Barnum a copy of an advertisement printed in 
the Pennsylvania Inauirer of July 15, 1835 
The original copy I will herein print. 

“CURIOSITY—The citizens of Philadelphia

and its vicinity have an opportunity of wit- 
hessing at the Masonic Hall one of the greatest 
natural curiosities ever witnessed, viz: Joice 


Heth, a negress, aged 161 years, who formerly 
belonged to the father of General Washington. 
She has been a member of the Baptist Church 
one bundred and sixteen vears, and can rehearse 


Joe Pentland, one of the wittiest, best and 
most original of clowns, with Vivalla’s trick- 
and other performances in the ring, more than 
made up for the lack of music. In a day or 
two their band arrived and their ‘‘houses’’ im 
proved. On October 30, his engagement ex- 
pired with a profit to Barnum of $1,200 and he 
now separated from the circus company, taking 
Vivalla, James Sandford (a negro singer and 
dancer), several musicians, horses, wagons and 
a small canvas tent, with which he intended 
to begin a traveling exhibition of his own. He 
next bought four more horses and two wagons 
and hired Joe Pentland and Robert White and 
this re-enforced exhibition was called “Bar 
num's Grand, Scientific and Musica] Theatre.’’ 
This company traveled all over the Eastern 
and Southern States and closed at New Orleans 
La., March 19, 1838. Then for a few years 
Barnum traveled as the ‘“*Wandering Jew,’’ prac- 
tically at one thing and then another, but al- 
wavs keeping within the boundaries of show 
business, except one instance when he _ sol 
‘Sears’ Pictorial Illustrations of the Bible,’’ 
price $2 a copy. 

In 1841 Barnum opened his first museum and 
styled it ‘“‘The American Museum,’ and was 
formerly called Seudder’s American Museum, a 
the corner of Broadway and Ann Streets, New 
York City, and in 1842 he bought and added to 
his collection the entire contents of Peale’s 
Museum; and in 1850 he purchased the large 
Peale collection in Philadelphia; and year after 
year he bought genuine curiosities, regardless 
of cost, wherever he could find them, in Eu 
rope or America.

THE BALL. 

Most song successes are ephemeral In_ their 
vogue. As a rue, the more intense and unil- 
versal is its sway, the shorter is the life of 
a song. It would seem as if people find them- 
selves ashamed of the liking they have evinced;

®@ most respectable record even If its Immediate 
a Was conuected with the Theatre des Arta, 
which the play was acted in a Frenco ver- 
sion by Lonuts Laloy. 
Commenting upon the acting in The Flower of 
the Palace of Han the Sun reviewer sald: 
“Edith Wynne Mathison’s acting of the Chi- 
pese heroine was stronger in her personal charm 
than tn any other detail. It may be that she 
tried to tsfuse the role with an emotional 
Seriousness that it did not require and ‘in place 
ef which greater nalvete would hare been trner 
tO the mature of the unsophisticated Orlental 
maiden.

Negotiations are still pending for a big Par- 
seval sight-seeing airship, to make inter-city 
trips at show time and to circle the city ni.cbts, 
with illuminated signs on the sides of the big 
bag, Horace Wild has promised the smaller 
Parseval le recently bought for the Illinois Aero 
Club by April 15. The Zodiac dirigible will be 
represented by its car, which is now in this 
country. 

It is quite possible, also that the famous Aus- 
trian monoplane, the Etrich “‘Swallow,’’ will be 
one ef the loan exbibits. Moving pictures and 
lantern slide lectures will free to the pub- 
lic days and evenings during the show. 

A special committee is considering handicap 
conditions and rules for a hydro-aeroplane race 
on the Iludson Kiver immediately preceding the 
show for a special annua’ trophy.

The rules will be such that all machines are on 
an even footing to bring out skill in operation 
and reliability of the individual ‘planes.

I’resident Taft has accepted av tovitation from 
Mr. Hanks to be his guest August & He has 
also arranged an extra good Iist of boxing events 
to be held every evening at the city hall.

Inasmuch as he has infringed upon the rights 
of several agents, a few of us have taken it 
upon ourselves to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the statements, with the result that 
we find that there is not at the present time 
existing in the city of Cleveland, O., a theatre 
under the name of Miles. We also are in- 
formed by associates in Indianapolis. Ind., that 
there is no house in that city known as the 
Miles Theatre. There is a picture house in 
Buffalo called the Hippodrome. At the present 
time there is no theatre under the name of 
Miles in Louisville, Ky. Talbott’s Hippodrome, 
St. Louis, never received an act from the agent 
who circulated the above mentioned letter. 

If these managers who received a copy of the 
letter referred to above read it closely they 
will notice that the letter is a deception or 
otherwise a double-cross, inasmuch as the party 
sending it does not claim it to be a list of houses 
that he is booking; simply asking the question, 
“Does any circuit in the country compare with 
the following?’ and then listing fifteen large 
sounding places of amusement, the most of 
which do not exist. If the list was sifted 
dewn to a certainty, it would leave five vaude- 
ville theatres. The other twenty mentioned in 
the paragraph following the list of fifteen large 
places of amusement, only exist in the imagina- 
tion of the party whose name appeavs at the 


statement is made as another misleading en- 
deavor to induce susceptible to sip honey from 
a wasp’s nest. 

The foregoing statements are not issued with
